The Boston Journal gives some re- 


miniscences of an old New England 
stage driver, from which we take 
the following: "Yes, I've carried 
people whose 
wives, 
husbands, 


daughters, or sons were sick nigh 
unto death, and they fussing and 
fretting because the cattle did'nt get 
over the road faster, and blaming 
me because there was so many hills 
to climb. I remember one man who 
had a wife sick at a boose on the 
road, and he heard just afore I star- 
ted from Boston that she was dying. 
We had a light cargo that trip, and 
the man kept urging me to go frs- 
ter, he was so anxious. I was driv- 
ing as fast as I dared to send the 
cattle, 'case it was a pretty hot day, 
and told him so. He asked me how 
much my horses were worth. I said 
about $70 apiece. 
Horses were 


cheap in those days. He just pulled 
his wallet right put and counted out 
$280, handed it to me, and said he 
wanted to bay them, bat he must 
drive, Well, as I could get as good 
ones for the money, and seeing how 
worked up he was, I just put the 
money in my pcx'ket and handed the 
lines to him, telling him to go ahead 
if he wanted to, and didn't he go* 
He just kept the long whip-lash 
tickling the flanks of the leaders all 
the time we was on level ground, 
and the only breathers they got was 
when they climbed a hill. We 
finally reached the house his wife 
was stopping at about three hours 
ahead of time; he found her alive, 
and rushing from the house made 
me a present of the team. I refused 
theta, but he insisted, and so, as the 
cattle were all right the next day, 
not hurt at all, I concluded to let the 
company keep the horses and I the 
money. 


"I was once carrying a young 


couple--girl and her sweetheart-up 
to HaverMll. I had taken them np 
at different places on the road. Pretty 
soon the young fellow was a urging 
me to drive faster, and I see that he 
and the girl was kinder nervous like, 
and it wasn't till the girl herself 
coaxed me, with tears in her eyes, 
;hat I began to drive faster. Then 
they told me that they were running 
away to get married, and as soon as 
;he girl was missed her folks would 
be after her. You see, I was young 
myself then, and so I just sent them 
cattle for all they was worth, and 
when I pulled up at the parson's 
house they waa white with foam. 
I 


went inside the house with the coup- 
le and saw tliem hitched together, 
and just as we was a coming out up 
comes the girl's father and brother, 
but it was too late. I knew I had 
a warm enemy in that household 
for years after." ^

handful. 
The brokers had their coats 


torn, and were in danger of having their 
bones broken; in fact, the tumult was 
extraordinary, even for the stock ex- 
change, where excitement is the rule. 
The first sale was 81|. Then there was 
a rapid advance to 87£ inside of fifteen 
minutes. This was followed by a de- 
cline to 84J, and at 10:20, with the 
price at 85, the brokers had each exe- 
cuted his order, and the 50,000 shares 
had been disposed of. 


The committee had refused private 


bids for a large amount ef stock, and 
as one of the purposes of the sale by 
Mr. Hantington was to popularize the 
stock in this market, it was thought 
best to put every one seeking to buy on 
the same footing; therefore, the Block 
was put openly on the market. The 
crowd which surged around the sellers 
was so thick and so large that the pres- 
sure was really dangerous. One man 
wag observed with his collar ripped 
off.

Constructing Country Ro*ds. 


The city of Peru, in this State, hu 


hit upon a very excellent and cheap plan 
of constructing roads into the surround- 
ing agricultural districts. From gravel 
trains, or convenient deposits of gravel, 
the material is loaded upon 
grain 


wagons on their way home-a small sum 
being paid for hauling—and when the 
load reaches the point where road con- 
struction is being carried on, the same 
is dumped by those in charge of the con- 
struction, aided by the farmer himself. 
In this way the road is built at a very 
light expense and everybody benefitted 
most materially. 
The movement in 


Peru was commenced some time ago, 
and one good road has been completed 
through several townships, while an- 
other is under way. 


The roads of the West are naturally 


very bad throughout a great portion of 
the year. The soil, so peculiarly fitted 
for grain raising, is particularly heavy 
and clogging to the wheels in the rainy 
months. 
To traverse the county roads 


when in this condition amounts to noth- 
ing short of cruelty to the animals 
driven. The horseflesh annually used 
np, from struggling in the mire of our 
Western roadways, would 
construct 


miles of good thoroughfares, if cost 
were taken into consideration. 


It is a happy fact that a very little 


of the excellent gravel which abounds 
in the West goes far toward the im- 
provement of our prairie roads when
